BRIDGE BURNED. 


The Train Delayed at Camp Twen- 
ty-six by the Burning of a 
Bridge. 

The bridge at Camp 26, about 
two miles west of Verdi, caught fire 
from a spark from the engine pull- 
ing freight train No. 6, going west, 
last night about 9 o’clock, and was 
completely destroyed. Workmen 
went to work immediately prepar- 


ing a foot-bridge across the river. 
The east aud west-bound express

HUMBOLDT MILLET. 


Requires but Little Irrigation and 
mot Affected by Cold. 
Arthur Kewley, of Big Meadows. 
Says the Silver State, has brought 
a sample of grass which is indigen- 
ous to the region 8 fig | on the 
sink of the Humboldt. It grows 
about six feet high; the stalks re- 
semble those of sweet corn; the 
leu ves are from twelve to eighteen 
inches long, and from one-half to 
three-quarters of an inch wide. 
There are from 75 to 100 heads on 
each stalk, and the seed is almost 
as as buckwheat and very 
plump. It grows luxuriantly on 
eultivated land, and horses and cat- 
tie eat it with avidity, apparently 
prefering it toalfalfa.
